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REMARKS 



Tbe Appficaats re^ectfoOy request reconsideration and allowance of Claims I through 12 
in view of the above am^dments and the foDowing arguments^ 



The Exannner objected to Claims 9 and 10 <m the basis that ^XHaim 10 does not appear to 
further lumt the special tedmical features as disclosed in Claun 9." The Applicants traverse these 
objections. 

Although Claims 9 and 10 are amDar, there are distinct diflferraices that result in dififerem 
claimed subject matter. Clafan 9 requires that the data representative of the di£ferent electronic 
ticket is printed on a di£ferent play^ ticket whereas Claim 10 requires that the data is printed on 
the same player ticket introduced in mdepoident Claim 6. 

Due to the diflferences between the claims^ the Applicants submit that Claims 9 and 10 are 
not objectionable under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(c). 

THE SECTION 1 12 REJECTIONS 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1 through 5 under 35 U.S.C.§112, second paragraph^ for 
fidting to provide antecedent basis for *11ie ticket record storage device.** The above amendment 
to Claim 1 corrects the typographical error in the origfaial daim that pTonq[)ted the Section 112 
rgection. b particular, Qaim one is corrected above to refer to ^he ticket record mami&cturing 
device." The ^plicants submk that tins correctiim obviates the Section 112 rgections. 



THE OBJECTI ON TO CLAIMS 9 AND 10 
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THE CLAIMS ARE NOT ANTICIPATED OR OBVIOUS IN VIEW OF WALKER 

The Exaimner rqected Claims 1» 2, and 4*12 as being antidpated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,024,640 to Walker et aL (the '"Walker Patmt" or *Walker"), md rqected Claim 5 as bring 
obvious in view of the Walker Patent. The Applicants believe that the daims as amended are not 
anticipated or tendered obvious by the Walker Patent 

The Walker Patmt discloses a system in vMch a player purchases a number of 
pTed^ermined game outcomes at a retail location and recdves a hard copy receipt or data carrier 
containing the purchased outcomes. The player may thm input data from the recdpt or smart 
card at a remote player tenmnal to reveal die outcomes. 

The Examiner hkeaed the recdpt printer or smart card writer at the retail location as the 
manu&ctuiing device required in element (b) of Applicants' Claim 1, and lik»ed the rec^t 
printing or smart card writmg in Walker to the step of producing a game set record as required in 
element (b) of Applicants' Claim 6. Claim 1 is anxoided above to clarify that the ticket record 
manu&cturing device is at a secure location inaccesable to players. Claim 6 is amended to clarify 
that the game set record is produced at a secure location and secured from player access. In 
contrast, Walk^ does not teach or surest producmg a game set record separate from the 
outcome data stream itself and maintmiing the game set record at a secure location^ inaccessible 
to players^ For this reason, the Applicants submit that Claims 1 and 6 are anticqiated or obvious 
over the Walker Patent and are entitled to allowance together with their respective dependent 
claims.
